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Attached is a summary of current 
developments concerning the burglary of the 
Democratic National Headquarters: 

1. Two secretaries of R. Mullen and Company 
interviewed in Assistant U. S. Attorney's 
Office. Both furnished information relative 

to Edward Howard Hunt's instructions as to 
how he wanted his telephone calls handled. 

They also furnished some information as to 
Hunt's travel habits which frequently 
included Gordon Liddy as a travel companion 
to the West Coast. They related one Bernie 
(possibly Bernard L. Barker; Don (possibly 
Donald Henry Segretti) and one Tom (not 
further identified) were frequent callers. 

2. Both, in response to Hunt’s activities 
on the morning of June 19, 1972, recall Hunt 
arrived at office sometime after 9:00 a.m., 
specific time not recalled nor did they recall 
if he was carrying anything as this was the 
date telephone calls were coming into Robert 
Bennett about Hunt's involvement in the 
Watergate burglary. (Note at 9:00 a.m., 

6/19/72, Hunt was at the Riggs National Bank,

D. C. , entering the safety deposit box vault* j 
He departed that area 9:06 a.m.) 

3. After viewing a photograph of suitcase 
turned over by the White House, one secretary 
said that it looked the same as the one 
carried by Hunt.

Attached is summary of current developments 
concerning burglary of Democratic National 
Headquarters. 

(1) Morton Barrows Jackson, California 
attorney, prior to appearing before Federal 
Grand Jury, stated Hunt came to his home in 
June, 1972; on following day, George Gordon 
biddy arrived. Hunt paid Jackson $1,000 as 
retainer; Liddy provided retainer of one dollar. 
Hunt, during stay at Jackson's home, utilized 
alias of Bob Allman. 

(2) Esther Kirby, Jackson's secretary, 
stated Hunt arrived Jackson's residence 6/20/72; 
Liddy arrived 6/21/72. While at house, they 
engaged in conversation regarding this case at 
which time Hunt remarked that he was involved in 
serious trouble, he was in hotel room and 
received word over walkie-talkie that there was 
trouble and he and Liddy made their escape in 
separate cars. 

(3) On 6/29/72, Kirby went to airport with 
Hunt and she bought him a ticket under name of 
Bob Allman for flight to Chicago, Illinois. 

Kirby advised while at Jackson's home Hunt 
made several long-distance calls mostly to 
Washington, D. C.. (WDC) . 

(4) Kirby also stated Hunt drank scotch and 
milk which is significant due to fact that at 
5/26/72, dinner at Watergate waiter reported 
one man unidentified spoke fluent Spanish and 
drank scotch and milk. 

(5) Richard Haines, attorney for Robert 
Allen, advised Assistant U. S. Attorney he will 
endeavor to have Allen returned to WDC prior to 
9/9/72, to testify before grand jury. 

(6) During 9/1-9/72, only witnesses to 
appear will be Washington Field Office Agents 
and possibly FBI Laboratory personnel.

(1) Norman Strebe, gun dealer, Coral Hills, 
Maryland, stated George Gordon Liddy had pur- 
chased nine millimeter Browning automatic from 
Browning and Company in January, 1972; this 
gun was delivered by Strebe to Liddy as favor 
for Browning and Company inasmuch as Strebe 
nearest dealer to Liddy. Liddy purchased 
Smith and Wesson .22 caliber pistol 8/2/72, 
from Strebe. Strebe recalls conversation with 
with Liddy wherein Liddy told him he was doing 
some type of work for the President. 

(2) Charles W. Colson was reinterviewed at 
White House regarding Everette Howard Hunt's 
work at the White House from January through 
April 1, 1972. He denied ever having seen 
pay vouchers from Hunt for work done at the 
White House.

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The following is submitted in response to the 
Acting Director's inquiries, (1) "Have we gone to Gerstein 
for info.?", and (2) "What is our counterattack and rebuttal 
to the Footnote in Anderson's Column?"
